point. I  venture  to  say  that  90%  of  our  members  have  im- 
proved their  profession  and  strive  more  for  quality  than  quant- 
ity. Men  who  prefer  a  few  outstanding  jobs  rather  than  a 
quantity  of  little  jobs — quality  men  in  other  words — and  yet 
we  must  have  our  quantities  of  quality  workers  to  raise  the 
Dental  Profession  where  we  want  it  and  where  it  should  be. 

The  Boswick  course  has  proven  to  us  a  lot — and  I  am  sure 
there  will  be  more  quality  workers  after  taking  the  course  than 
ever  before. 

There  is  nothing  more  outstanding  in  any  profession  than 
quality — and  the  dental  profession  in  particular  needs  a  quant- 
ity of  quality  workers.  To  continue  to  progress,  it  is  the  in- 
dividual duty  of  every  member  to  determine  his  future  by  the 
quantity  of  quality  work. 

Webster  has  explained  the  word  quality  as  "that  which  be- 
longs to  a  thing  and  makes  it  what  it  is  and  different  from  other 
things."  That  I  think  could  be  explained  as  belonging  to 
the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society — our  dental  society — to 
build  and  work  for. 


Washington  is  the  ideal  vacation  city  of  the  United  States. 
Probably  more  Americans  visit  Washington  for  a  vacation 
than  any  other  city.

Its 
magnificent  public  buildings,  its  countless  points  of  historic 
interest,  its  broad  avenues,  its  beautiful  parks,  present  prospect 
that  no  other  city  in  the  country  can  offer.  Most  persons  know 
that  the  city  of  Washington  was  planned  by  Major  Pierre 
L'Enfant.  a  distinguished  French  engineer  and  officer  of  the 
Continental  Army.  L'Enfant's  plan  was  approved  by  President 
Washington  and  by  Thomas  Jefferson,  his  Secretary  of  State. 
In  laying  out  the  city,  he  had  the  assistance  of  several  land- 
scape engineers.  Successive  engineers  and  civic  improvement 
artists  have  retained  the  principal  feature  of  L'Enfant's  plan. 
Today  Washington  has  490  parks,  ten  large  ones  in  the  central 
portion,  one  of  the  largest  being  the  Mall,  extending  from  the 
Botanic  Gardens  at  the  foot  of  the  Capitol  to  the  Washington 
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Ionument.  The  crowning  glory  of  the  Washington  park 
-stem,  however,  is  to  be  found  in  Rock  Creek  Park  and  the 
oological  Park  which  adjoins.     Together  these  parks  contain 

•776  acres.  The  natural  beauty  of  the  landscape  has  been  pre- 
rved.   and   hundreds   of  beautiful   spots   throughout   the   park
